Prairie Soils 

Their virgin richness: deplet¬ 
ion of nitrogen and humus by 
continuous grain growing: the 
maintenance of their fertilty 
by rotatons and mixed farmig. 


An instructive and valuable pa¬ 
per entitled “'The Influence of 
dropping on the Nitrogen and 
^Organic Matter content of the 
Western Praire Soils” was read 
:ut the recent meeting of the Brifc- 
Advancement of Scence, in Tor¬ 
onto, by Dr. Frank T. Shutt, Do¬ 
minion Chemist. 

\ The author presented a detail¬ 
ed account of certain investiga¬ 
tions which he carried on during 
, the past ten years to determine 
the effect of continuous grain 
growing (with summerfallowing) 
and cropping under a scheme of 
rotations including the growth of 
grasses and clovers, on soils of 
Manitoba. Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta. In the following para¬ 
graphs an endeavour has been 
made to epitomize the results and 
to bring u,ot salient features of 
this investigation. 

The Fertility of the Prairie 

The oufgtandng (characteristic 

of the virgin sods of the western 
prairies is their high ntrogen and 
humus content—a feature to 
which they owe more than to any 
other th.eis remarkable fertility 
and lasting quality. The nitro¬ 
gen holding organic matter is well 
broken down and intimately as¬ 
sociated with the mineral constit¬ 
uents making a homogeneous 
soil, with conditions at once fav¬ 
orable 'to a satisfactory tilth, to 
moisture conservation anl rapid 
nitrification—the process carred 
on by the soils micro-organisms 
and which prepares nitrogen as 
food for crops. 

Soils of the Red River Valley— 
the first prairie steppe—have 
shown frotm 3 to 1.0 per cent of 
nitrogen, calculated to a water- 
free basis, which means from ap¬ 
proximately 8000 lbs to 25,000 lbs 
of this essential and valuable el¬ 
ement in an acre of soil to the 
depth of one foot. Ordinary good 
fertile soils, to a like depth con¬ 
tain from 3500 lbs to 10,000 lbs. 

Saskatchewan soils of good 
quality have shown from .35 pc. 
to .50 p.c. of nitrogen and Al¬ 
bertan soils of recognized 
fertility have > given a range of 
from .32 p.c to .67 p.c. nitrog' n. 

Thie percentage of the min¬ 
eral constituents, phosphoric acid 
potash and lime are all notable 
and the proportions of these in 
an “available” condition are far 
above the average for productive 
soils of Eastern Canada. 

It is seen therefore that for rich 
ness in plant food, more especially 
in nitrogen, and for a favorable 
physical condition due chiefly to 
the large proportion of semi-de¬ 
composed organic matter they 
contain, these prairie soils are in 
a class by themselves.

W inter Bee Feeding 

Twio of the essentials for good 
wintering of bees are young bees 
and ample stores. To secure the 
first, young bees, a natural fall 
flow or an artificial flow produc¬ 
ed by feeding?*® required to sti¬ 
mulate brood production. If 
ample stores are lacking they 
must be provided by feeding. 

The feed supplied may be ei¬ 
ther a honey or a sugar syrup, 
and in making the latter none but 
the best white granulated sugar 
should be used. 

Pot stimulative feeding, a light 
syrup of approximately one part 
honey or sugar to one part water 
is best. This syrup may be given 
to the bees in various ways, but 
the one most generally used is 
the honey pail method which con¬ 
sists in inverting a 5 or 10 pound 
honey pail of syrup over the 
frames, the cover of which pail 
has 3 or 4 holes is it, pierced by 
a fine nail. 

Colonies wintercellared should 
weigh 60 to 65 pounds, without 
hive cover, and those wintered 
outside from 70 to 75 pounds. 
Any deficiencies should be made 
up by feeding one pound sugar 
for every pound lacking in stores. 
The syrup given in this case 
should consist of 2 parts sugar 
to one part water, or 5 parts ho¬ 
ney to one part water, and should 
be fed from 10 pound honey pails 
as above described, each pail hav¬ 
ing 40 to 50 small nail holes in 
the cover. Peed may be given 
either hot or cold. When fecThot. 
however, there is a greater dan¬ 
ger of granulation but the syrup 
is more readily taken down by 
the bees. 

Feeding should be done about 
the first of October, as rapidly as 
possible and in the evening to 
avoid disturbance.

C omparatively few of the thousands of miles of railroad 
in Canada are electrified, but there is no railway 
organization'which does not rely to a greater or lesser 
extent on electricity as an aid to efficient operation and 
service.

And while it awaits a through signal, trains following in 
the rear may not approach for the reason that they are 
also stopped by an automatic signal which will 'not 
release them until the preceding train has passed from 
that section of the track which they desire to enter. 

No electrical circuit — no through 
signal — no train may pass.

Grain growing as practised on 
the prairies, lokoing to the up¬ 
keep of soil fertlity must be re¬ 
garded as rratonal and wasteful, 
for it means not only the carry¬ 
ing off in tih.e grain sold much 
plant food without any attemvt at 
its return, but what appears to 
be still more serious—the destruc¬ 
tion of much organic matter and 
the dissipation of nitrogen con¬ 
sequent upon sutmmerfallowlng. 
Further, this is a practice which 
breaks up the soil’s fibre, permit 
thing the soil on drying to become 
powdery and to blow or drfft un¬ 
der the strong winds prevailing in 
the prairies. The loss of valu¬ 
able surface sol from this cause 
has become very serious in many 
districts. ehedisistj 

One illustration may suffice of 
this influence of the common 
practice of grain growing on the 
nitrogen content of the soil; al¬ 
though this soil is, to-day exceed¬ 
ingly rich and undoubtedly very 
fertile the data shows the enor¬ 
mous loss of nitrogen that has 
taken place.
